2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's reply 
makes evident the reason for allowance, satisfying the record as a whole as required by rule 37 
CFR 1.104(e). In this case, the substance of applicant's remarks filed on 12/14/09, specifically 
pages 21 and 22, point out the reason claims are patentable over the prior art of record (see 
MPEP 1302.14). The three references used in combination, Antell, Peters and Nagan, fail to 
teach the features recited in the claimed invention.
